SOLDIER DIES 
FROM GUNSHOT 


EVIDENCE AT THE 
INQUEST

VERDICT OF ACCIDENTAL 


DEATH 
———— << 


EATH from heart failure, following 
[shock caused by gunshot wounds, acci- 

dentally received, was the verdict re- 
turned at an inquest held yesterday by Dr. D. 
A. MacErlean, City Coronet, and a jury, in 
St. Bricin’s Hospital, Dublin, on the body of 
Private Patrick Slattery (24), of Gormans- 
town Military Post. 

The deceased soldier was a native of New- 
market-on-Fergus, County Clare. 

— Patrick Boyle said that he was re- 
sponsible for the military guard on duty at 
| sworeend Railway Station on last Sunday. 
They arrived there at 10.7 a.m. At 1.55 p,m. 
he was in the cookhouse portion of the guard- 
room. Hearing a shot, he rushed out and 
met Corporal Cooke, who said that he had 
accidentally shot Private Slattery. Corporal 
Cooke, who was very excited, became faint, 
and was given assistance. The witness placed 
Corporal Cooke under a guard of three men 
and returned to the guardroom, where Pri- 
vate Slattery was lying on the floor. Private 
Slattery complained of pains in bis stomach, 
and witness telephoned for a priest and 
doctor, and he took possession of a Webley 
revolver, which he handed to the 0.C., Gor- 
manstown Post. 

There never had been any bickering, the 
witness added, between the members of the 
guard. 

To the Coroner—They were all sober on the 
day of: the shooting. 


MEDICAL EVIDENCE 


Commandant Nolan, St.’ Bricin’s Hospital, 
said that when Private Slattery was admitted 
to the hospital on Sunday at 5 p,m. he was 
suffering: from gunshot wounds in the 
abdomen and left chest. He died at 6.20 on 
Monday morning. There was an entrance 
wound in the stomach, and the exit on the 
left. chest. - 

Commandant Dodd, St. Bricin’s Hospital, 
who made a post-mortem examination, agreed 
with the-previous witness as to the nature 
of the wounds. . 


MEMBERS OF THE GUARD 


Four members of the guard stated in evi- 
dence that while they were seated around 
the fire Corporal Cooke took out his. re- 
volver with the inteftion of cleaning it. As 
he was about to “ break ” it a shot went off; 
striking Private Slattery, who was sitting 
on Cooke’s left hand at 

a Joseph Nugent stated he went 
to rogheda Station on Sunday and 
assisted in the removal of i Private 
Slattery. Corporal Boyle handed him 
a revolver which contained four live 
rounds of ammunition and one spent round. 
In his opinion the shooting occurred acci- 
n a—-ií while Corporal Cooke was about to 
ciean it. 


CORPORAL’S STATEMENT 


Corporal George: Cooke, after being 
cautioned by the Coroner, elected to give 
evidence. e said that he pulled out the 
revolver with the intention of cleaning it. 
When he attempted to ‘‘ break ” it the sho 
which hit Private Slattery went off. The 
shooting was as big a shock to him as to 
the man who was killed, He had 154 years’ 
military service and was familiar with the 
use of short firearms. 

In reply to the Coroner, he said that it 
was raining at the time of the shooting and 
hat there was no fixed time-for the cleaning 

‘Wt firearms. He loaded the revolver that 
morning. . 

Detective-Sergeant Comyn, who represented 
the State, said it was the intention to submit 
the papers to the State Solicitor. 

The Coroner said that from the evidence 
it appeared that the shooting was accidental. 

The jury added to their verdict a rider 
stating that more care should be exercised 
in the handling of revolvers.

The hearing of the appeal of the Minister 
for Education from a judgment for £280 
damages against him in a teacher’s action 
was continued and adjourned. 

The action had been brought in the Hi 
Court by Mrs. Margaret McDonnell, Kilrush, 
Hollymount, County Mayo, claiming damages 
for alleged wrongful dismissal from the post 
of Professor of Science in Colaiste Mhuire, 
the preparatory college at Tourmakeady, 
County Mayo. Her case was that she had 
been appointed to the position by the 
Minister, with the concurrence of the late 
Most Rev. Dr. Gilmartin, Archbishop of 
Tuam, in September, 1930, and that follow- 
ing her marriage in January, 1937, her em- 
ployment was terminated without justification 
after three months’ notice, which, she stated, 
alternatively, was insufficient. 

The Minister had denied that Mrs. 
McDonnell had been wrongfully dismissed or 
had been appointed under any contract of 
service. Alternatively, he had pleaded that 
it was implied that her tenure should be 
terminable at any time, without notice; that 
the notice given was reasonable, and that 
her contract was subject to a general usa 
and custom under which it was determinable 
on three months’ notice. 

The trial judge had held that the only 
reasonable time to determine an appoint- 
ment such as that was at the end of. the 
school year, and that three months’ notice 
was not reasonable notice. 

The main ground of appeal was that the 
trial judge had misdirected himself in law 
in holding that three months’ notice of dis- 
missal was unreasonable. 

Mr. Michael Binchy, K.C., and Mr. Kevin 
Dixon (instructed by the Chief State 
Solicitor) appeared for the Minister for 
Education ; Mr. J. A. Costello, K.C., and Mr. 
E.. C. Micks (instructed by Messrs. Emerson 
and Conway) for Mrs. McDonnell; and Mr. 
P. J. Roe, K.C., and Mr. Charles Casey (in- 
structed by Messrs. Conway and Quinn) for 
the Rev. J. 8. Fergus, P.P., Tuam, and the 
Rev. G. Prendergast, P.P., Ballyhaunis, 
executors of the late Most Rev. Dr. Gilmartin, 
who had been added as defendants by order 
of the High Court. i : 

It. was mentioned by Mr. Binchy during 
the opening of the appeal that Mrs. 
McDonnell had the highest qualifications, and 
that there never had been any question of 
her competence or suitability. His submission 
was that she had been employed from year 
to year, and that her employment could be 
terminated by the Minister at the end of each 
year without notice, and, alternatively, that, 
if any notice were necessary, three months 
notice was reasonable and fair in the circum- 
stances. s 

Mr. Dixon followed on the same side, and 
had not concluded when the Court adjourned.
